In Canada, many parks are run by national and provincial governments. The governments keep the 
parks clean and run the visitor services. If you want to visit one of these parks, you must pay a small 
entrance fee. This money helps pay for park facilities, such as toilets, parking, signs, and tourist 
services. In 2016, the cost of a daily pass to Banff National Park in Alberta is $9.80 for an adult, 
$4.90 for a youth, and $19.60 for a family or group of up to seven people.

It's being called "the most advanced airport terminal in Canada". The 
expansion opened last week and cost 2 billion dollars. It's the new hub 
for all flights leaving Calgary for the United States and other international 
destinations. It's big - about 2 million square feet and five different 
levels. The terminal features new Canada-US customs technology and a 
passenger shuttle service. There are 24 gates. Overall, on opening day, 


most passengers said they were impressed with the new facility. 


Story 2 Canada turns 150 years old next year, and to celebrate, admission to all 
national parks will be free. This includes Banff National Park in 
Alberta. But the mayor of Banff is worried the park isn't prepared for all 
of the extra vehicles that could come when no one has to pay to get 
in. Karen Sorensen says the park can handle 24-thousand vehicles a day. 
In July and August, the park reached this number of vehicles 80% of the 
time. Parks Canada says it will be meeting with town officials to come up 
with a plan. This plan could include parking lots outside of the 
townsite. Sorensen says she's not sure there's enough time to come up 
with a solution. She would like to see something that can be used long- 


term once the 2017 celebrations are over. 


Story 3 Remembrance Day is on Friday. It's a day when Canadians remember and 
honour soldiers who have lost their lives in battle. In Calgary, there is a 
memorial on Memorial Drive dedicated to soldiers. 

It's called the Field of Crosses. There are more than 32 hundred crosses 
there. One for each soldier from southern Alberta who died fighting for 
Canada. Twice a day from November ist until Remembrance Day, a 
ceremony is held at the memorial. One is at sunrise and one is at sunset 
to honour fallen soldiers. On Friday, ceremonies will be held at various 
locations in the city at 11am. The date and time, the 11th hour of the 
11th day of the 11th month, is chosen for these ceremonies to mark the 
time the First World War ended. Canadians also wear poppies, red 
flowers with black centres, on their left lapels for Remembrance Day. All 
of the money raised from selling poppies goes to charities that support 


Canada's veterans.
